The DruBglat' Ilmmlitrr Held on n Charge
of Abandoning Her Child.

bcrling and her babo. Inspector Stoors had
Miss Hubborling repeat iter story to linn.

Hho said sho had been betrayed by William
Ororgo Mangold, a son of l'rof. Goorgo Man.
gold, of tho Normal College, and formerly a
clerk in her father's drug-stor- e nt 70'J Seventh
avenuo. At her father's dcath.bod young
Mangold, sho said, promised tho dying man
that ho would marry Matilda. Sho declared
tlint Mangold was tho father of hor two
childron.

Lost week, whon baby No. 2 was only
threo weeks old, Mrs. Hbbbcrling nnd hor
daughter wore turned out of tho Vaudorbilt
Houso, at Forty-secon- d street and Loxington
uvnnuo, for failure to pay board.

Miss Hobborling sought a foundling
asylum, but hor mntornal lovo rebelled
against tho rules of the iustiution that sho
must give up her child foroer. and sho car-
ried tho infant to Mangold's homo, 'J30 East
Eighteenth street, deposited it on n sofa iu
tho parlor and siiiii :

"I hao ono of tho childron, you must
caro for tho other one."

On Sunday a policeman van railed to
tho infant. The Mangolds told him

that it had been loft iu tho vestibule. Tho
infant was turned ovor to tho kindly caro of
Matron Webb, at I'olico Headouurtors.whcro
later in tho day itwas joined by its frantic
mother. Tho caso went to court and tho
Justico declined to intorforo, owing to tho
conflicting stories told by young Mangold
and tho woman.

Inspector Steers docided to arraign Matilda
on a chargo of abandoning her infant. Whon
sho heard this decibion sho tearfully re-
sponded :

" Indeed I didn't abandon my baby. I
moriily left it for itB father to support."" Well;" said tho kind-hearte- d proprietor,

OPPOSED BY THE OLD ROADS.

THE ELECTRIC RAILWAY FIGHTING; HARD

AGAINBT HEAVY ODDS.

It Agree" to Pay 35 l'er Cent, of Ita flros
Knrnlnga to tbe C'llv for n Frnncblsr,
Thereby Netting nn Unwelcome Kxnmple
for .Other ltoiida to Follow The Illeerkcr
Hlrcet l.lno Ucfuaen to Negotiate.

Tho North and East River Railway Com.
pany is to opcrato In Fulton and WoBt stroots,
connecting tho Fulton fcrry-hous- o with tho
ferry at tho foot of Chambers stroot, North
Rivor.

Tho cars, twenty in number, aro now stand
ing in tho shops of tho Brills, tho Philadel-
phia car builders Each car is supplied with
an electric motor, which is attached to tho
axlo and operates in conjunction with an
electric current which is concoalod in a con-

duit six inches wide and about as deep lying
midway between tho trncks. Tho cars are of
ordinary sizo.

Tho electric engines which will genarnto
the motive power will bo located in a build-
ing iu Burling slip. Tho cars will mako trips
a minuto apart. Tho company has contracted
to pny to tho rity 35 per cent, of tho gross
earnings of tho road.

Tho other railway companies oporating
under franchises from tho city pay 3 or 5

cent of their earnings to the city, exceptiier Shurp's llrondway road, which ogreod
precipitatoly, after tho people,' wore aroused
in 1884. to pay $40,000 a yoar rontal in addi-
tion to tho percentage.

Tho promoters of tho Fulton street road
expected to havo it in operation ero this, but
Gon. Newton's order obliged tho company to
stop work, which necessitated tho tearing up
of Fulton street, on Dec. 1, to resume March
1, 1888.

Undor tho law, when any duly franchiscd
road desiros to run its cars over another com-
pany's track, it may obtain tho right to do
so by opplyiug to a court for tho appoint
mont of a commission to settlo tho amount of
monoy that it must pay to that road, provided
tho section of tho track to bo used is not
longer than 1,000 foot.

If it must operate on a section of another's
track longor than 1.000 foet, it can do so only
by coming to anmprcemont with tho old com-
pany whoso lines it would uso.

Thoro aro four roads whoso track tho Ful-
ton street road must uso. Tho new road
must run on tho singlo track of tho Bleeckor
stroet lino from Fulton forry to William
stroot. That is somothiug over ono thousand
feet. Tho officers of tho now road havo been
cntiroly uuablo to ncgotiato with tho
Bleocker strcot company.

Thero is no legal manner in which they con
compol this company to como to somo agree-
ment, oxcopt through an act of tho legisla-
ture.

Tho track of tho Dry Dock lino must bo
used for 800 feet from St. Paul's Church west
in Fulton stroot. Tho oloctrio cars must run
ovor 200 feet of tho track of tho Ninth ave-
nue lino in Fulton street, from Greonwich to
Washington street, and then thero is a pioco
of tho Belt Line track in West street, from
Fulton to Chambers strcot, to bo used.

Commissions will arrange botwoen tho now
company and theso three lattor named com-name- s,

but tho Illoockcr stroot line seems to
00 an insurmountable obstaclo to its progress
just now.

Tho Blcockor stroet lino stops on tho west
side of South street. Tho now lino will cross
that street and drop its passengers in tho
ferry-hous- This is ono reason why thero is
no spocial wolcomo to tho new comer from
tho old stager. Thero is a greater grievanco,
howovor, against tho now comer, which is
common to all tho old companies in tho city.
Tho Cantor bill, now a law, providos that
every street railway shall pay a specific part
of its earnings to the city as bonus for tho
privilego of using its streets. Tho highest
perccntago paid under tho bill is 5 por oont.,
but if the Legislature can forco them to pay
this amount it can forco thorn to pay any
reasonable amount, and if tho North and
East River road is permitted to comploto its
lino, ono of tho effects will bo to tcaoh tho
city that tho roads which havo been operating
for years and pocketing enormous dividends
on watered stock aro amply nblo to and
should in nil justico pay largor percentages
for their monopolies, for tho now road will
pay 30 per cent, moro than any of them.

For tliis reason tbe old roads have dono all
in their power to prevent tho now company
from completing its lino, and will succeed
unlosH tho Legislature comos to its rescuo
with a bill providing for on adjustment of
differences between roads similarly situated.

Tho promoters of tho now road hopo for
this relief, which may bo reached in various
indirect ways, nnd confidently expoct to bo
ready for operations early next spring. They
havo bcon obliged to lay thoir tracks on Sat-
urday nights and Sunday, but it is all com-plet- o

except whero thoy must uso other
tracks, and at Broadway, where tho crossings
with tho Broadway lino aro not yet set.

THE STRAINING MARRIAGE

DID JUDGE GILDERSLEETE COMMIT A

MISDEMEANOR? Q

The Invr ns Lnld Down by nn Expert
Dlnglstrntcs Not Permitted to Solemnize
ItlarrlRgcs When the (llrl Is Under Hlx-te-

The Indictment of n Judge Urged
for nn Alleged Dcilnnco of the Law,

In tho Court of Gcnornl Sessions on Fri.
day last John Straining was bronght to the
bar under an indictment for felony in hav.
ing "led astray" n girl under tho ago of
consent sixtcon. Straining pleaded guilty,
but declared that thoy wcro lovers and
anxious to marry, wheroupon Judgo Gildor.
sleevo adjourned tho court and porformod
tho morriago ceremony in tho District-Atto- r.

ney's offico, Col. Follows acting as witness
and best man. Tho " hniqiy pair" then left
on their bridal tour.

Tho Revised Statutes havo for many years
included this among othor sections of articlo
1, titlo 1, part 2, chapter 8.

Sec 12. rfvery mlnlsteror magistrate who shall
solemnize a marriage where either of tho parties
wlthlu his knowledge shall be unrUr the age nr legal
cunsrnt,ahall tie deemed guilty ufa misdkmeanoh,
punlshuble by flue or Imprisonment, or troth, at
tho discretion of the court by which be shall be
tried.

Hue. The age 0 legal consent for contracting
marriage shall be eighteen years In tho case of ,
males and stxtcen In cn.ie offemales. (As amonded
Feb. 21, 1SST).

livnn, is fifteen years, her sixteenth birthday '
coming in April next, it is said.

A marriago and divorco expert, having
boeu questioned by a roporter of The AVoblu
in regard to this marriago, said :

" Tho lawful age at which n girl may marry
is twelve. Tho lawful ago at which sho may
consent to n mnrringo is sixteon. Hor parents
mnyconsont for hor between twolvo and six.
teen, nnd sell her to her husband; but tho law .
insists that such marriages shall bo proclama-
tion only. A marriago by ceremony beforo
tho girl is old onough to give consont isa
misdemeanor. This marriage should havo
been by proclamation. Tho parents con.
scntcd for tho girl, and not tho slightest ob-
jection existed to tho marriago, only to Judgo
Gildcrsleovo solemnizing it. Section 12 does
not limit or restrict marriagos. It regulates
tho action of magistrates that, and that
only.

"That Judgo Gildorsleovo, for whom I
havo tho highest respect and esteem, com.
mitted a misdemtanor for which he bu
indicted by tho Grnnd Jury and brought
beforo his own court for trial, if tho story
published in tho papers bo true, thero is no
doubt. Tho law is plain nnd imperative It
is not a technical otlenso, but n violation of
tho express words of tho statute. Ho knew
tho girl was within tho ago of consent, for
tho man was under indictment for that
reason. If sho had not been, tho caso could V
not havo como beforo him. Thoro was no
reason why ho should solemnize it. A.
marriago by proclamation would havo boon
equally valid, and tho statute was passed to
provent him from doing what ho did do, and
lor no othor reason.

" It was certainly n judicial dofiance of
low which emphasizes most clearly what my
Anarchist friends truthfully maintain, that
thero is no law for tho official tho man in
oflico ; that he is above and beyond the law,
which is intended merely as an instrument
by which ho may oppross and tyrannize ovor
the citizen. A policeman, for instance, when
in good standing, thoy say, is above and be-
yond all law." Prove that my words aro false if you can.
It is easy enough to provo mo a liar if I am
not speaking words of truth and soberness.
Go to ovory magistrate in Now York ono by
one and apply for a warrant for tho arrest of
Henry A. Gildorsleovo for 0, misdemeanor.
Not ono will grant it. Ask a policoman to
arrest him, if you dnro. You know tho
policoman is likely as not to club you if you
aro nn honest citizon, and tho magistrato to
sentonce you to six months on the island for
interfering with an ofllcer on duty. r

"It is tho bold naturo of this deflanco of
law that makes it worth notice. Tho cele-
brant is a Judgo of tho second highest
criminal trial court in tho Stato, tho witness
is tho Associato District-Attorno-y of tho
county, who is in n fow days to bo tho District-

-Attornoy ; among the spectators is the
presont Dibtrict-Attorne-y, recently elected
and noxt month to bo a Judgo of tho court,
and tho scene of this war danco on the
statutes is the office of tho Public Prosooutor.

" Thoro can bo no plea that his action was
conducivo to good morals, or that ho ' meant
well.' The law did not forbid tho marriago.
There vt as no legal objection to thoso twos
peoplo marrying. Tho law simply ordered
that it should bo by proclamation aud should
not bo by coromony. It forbado Judgo Gil- -
dcrsleovo from solemnizing, but it did not
forbid him from witnessing the marriago and
signing his namo to tho marriago contract ,

Ho did what tho law forbado him to do and
makes it a misdemeanor for him to do. f
